BURTON IS 


CONFIDENT 
OF ELECTION 


Has Received Many In- 


creased Pledges of 


Support 


FAVORS AN OPEN BALLOT 


Makes Denial That He is in Alli- 


ance With Senator Foraker 


or Any One Else. 


Columbus, Dec. 18.—In optimtatic 


mood that almost justified description 
as jubilant, Theodore E. Burton took. 
possession of Ms headquarters in the 
Cnittenden. yesterday morning and at 
once began to forward his campaign 
lor United States senator. Polls of 
scattered counc.es, straw votes, and 
what was much more to the purpose, 
a material increase in the number ot 
members of the legislature pledged to 
his support in the last 10 days, con- 
vinced 'him that the tide of popular 
favor had turned toward him. 


He at once assumed the position 


of leading candidate, making the claim 
that he now 'has more votes than any 
other senatorial candidate. 
As evi- 


dence of faith in his claim, he issued, 
or almost issued, a challenge to Chas. 
P. Taft. He said: 


"I don't know hut I would he will- 


ing to agree to withdraw from 
the 


contest at once if it cam he shown 
that I have not more votes than any 
other candidate." 


In forwarding his campaign 
tor 


more Votes, Burton does not claim to 
feSTeremnigh, tp_ win the eaucuenomi-' 
"nation^ tvhich'also (Is true of each of 
•his competitors. He sought at once to 
meet the greatest danger In front of 
him, that of 
toeing 
opposed as un- 


friendly to the Incoming national ad- 
ministration, with an Ohio man at the 
head of it. He said: 


"It is simply unthinkable that Judge 


Taft would make me a profiler of a 
position in >his cabinet in order to in- 
duce me to withdraw from the contest 
for senator to help Charles Taft win 
it. The offer of the treasury port- 
folio was made. I don't mind saying 
that now; though l could' not discuss 
it before. But Taft Is not the man 
to have made that" otter for the sake 
of having me withdraw. Yet it would 
have been so construed everywhere. 
Nor would it have been fair to Taft 
to have considered the offer as ten- 
tative until after tae close of the 
senatorshlp contest, then to he ac- 
cepted or declined." 


Keterrcng further to the_ withdraw- 


al of this offer, he said: "WJhatever 
announcement may have come out of 
the East with respect to the treasury 
portfolio does not change the situa- 
tion in Ohio, nor has it changed In 
any degree the warm personal 
and 


political friendship 
that 
exists be- 


tween the president-elect and me. It 
serves rather to clear the^ atmosphere 
and dispose of rumors afloat." 


If there is to be a senatorial cau- 


cus, Mr. Burton 
favors, 
as 
does 


Charles P. Taft, an open ballot, one 
wherein every member stands up and 
is counted, but he has 
not 
decided 


whether he favors having the caucus 
called. Future 
developments, 
the 


sentiment of the members and of the 
public must determine that, he said. 


He denied he was in alliance with 


Foraker or any other candidate, or 
would be. Like Charles P. Taft, Bur- 
ton is figuring on second ballot votes 
from the other candidates and e*pec*s 
votes to come to him then from the 
friends of each of ins rivals. 
He 


wouid not discuss the reputed Burton- 
Foraker alliance further "han to de- 
ny Us existence, merely saying, 
""1 


shall make no aiisances with any of 
tho candidates." 


It is presumed, though, that he will 


confer with Senator Foraker. who is 
scheduled to arrive tomorrow morn- 
ing and lo remain throughout the day. 
Burton will go back to Cleveland over 
Sunday and come here again Monday. 
He did not call yesterday on the only 
otbcr senatorial aspirant in the tfty, 
Governor 
Harris, but 
undoubtedly 


win do so.

Prior to that time suffering 
audiences were wont to yawn audibly 
and fall asleep when the apathy of the 
actors and performances justified that 
course. But on this occasion the in- 
dignant audience, driven to despera- 
tion by the platitudes of Aspar. voiced 
their anger by hisses which drove the 
actors into temporary retirement, ac- 
cording to fuc testimony of the poet 
Roi. who ailudes to the incident in his 
"Brevet de la Calotte." Hissing there- 
after became fashionable. 


The first encore uot£d in the annals 


)f the stage was accorded to Livius 
Andronicus. a Roman actor. He was 
popular with the masses and was 
called back so often to repeat his 
speeches that In self defense be 
jrought a boy to declaim for him whHe 
ic himself applied tiie gestures. While 
encores became the rage in subse- 
quent ages, it is known that Androni- 
cus' plan of having an understudy be- 
ore him before tbe audience to share 
his honors has not generally been 
adopted by Thespians.—Show World.
